@ bar be it from me to see ghosts undet 
the farmer's bed. But memory is a trou- 
blesome thing at times, and I can’t forget 
how diverted crop acres planted to 
grass once stimulated livestock produc- 
tion. Now it looks like we are again 
ready to let history repeat itself. An acre 
removed from crop production should not 
produce a marketable crop of any kind. 
Let the grass grow to protect the soil and 
then return to the soil for its enrichment 
Fertility stored in the soil will be useful 
someday.

QOut-of-date and miserably arranged 
barnlots cause millions of backs to ache 
unnecessarily.

It was a fingers-crossed plan. 7 he mo-

Presenting the plan. There were many 
hurdles to stride before the new plan 
drafted by an 18-member agricultural 
advisory commission appointed by the 
president—could go into effect 

Secretary Benson was ready to accept 
the program virtually in its drafted form 
But there were doubters at the White 
House, when the report was presented in 
mid-December for final approval 

The president planned a special mes- 
sage to Congress for presenting the re- 
port. Then the real fighting would begin 
No one in Congress had the faintest hope 
a final bill would be passed until late in 


the session.

Liate-fall applications of 2,4-D to the 
surface of the soil are more eflective than 
spring treatments in killing deep-rooted 
perennial weeds in Nebraska 

Neal Shafer, of the Nebraska Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station, reports these 
facts alter five years of experiments 

1. Perennial smartweed, leafy spurge, 
Russian knapweed, and tanweed are al- 
most completely eliminated at rates of 20 
to 40 pounds of 2,4-D acid per acre ap- 
plied in fall. Hoary cress can be elimin- 
ated with 10 pounds of 2,4-D acid per acr« 
from either spring or fall applications 

2. Best results are obtained by using 
2,4-D micronized acid as a spray. Amin 
salt was nearly as good and is more easily 
purchased. Low volatile ester, and_ iso- 
propyl ester were not quite so successful 

3. Soil is not sterilized by 2,4-D. Brome- 
grass, big bluestem, switchgrass, and side- 
oats grama stands were not reduced in the 
experiments 

4. Cost per acre would be roughly one- 
fourth that of present soil sterilants which 
are needed to do the same job. Since these 
weeds often occur in small pate hes, cost 
will not be excessive

In every state 
capital there’s a library or library com- 
mission working to make these resources 
available to residents who have no local 
library, or whose local libraries are 
limited 

How do you take advantage of this serv- 
ie? Write directly to Librarian, State 
Library, at your state capital, and name 
the books you want or the subject on 
which you wish information. Your only 
expense is postage both ways: 4 cents for 
the first pound and 1 cent for each addi- 
tional pound. If there is a local library in 
your area, go through it to borrow from 
the state library what the local lacks 

You can sit home in your easy chai 
and educate yourself on any subject from 
auto mechanics to zoology. The postinan 
does the footwork. Just name your sub-

Agri ultural engineers at the Nebraska 
Experiment Station have, in the first ex- 
perimental stage, which ma 
make it possible to adapt a combine to 
harvest corn.

Short on good hay this winter? If so, here’s how you can make 


better use of the roughage you've got. Poor hay, plus the 


right supplement, will keep cattle healthy

Mow. farmers feed some fairly poor roughage along with 


iheir good hay every year. But this year, because of dry 
weather last summer, poor roughage may be the on/y roughage 
available. If this is the case on your farm, you're up against 
two big problems how to kee p ¢ attle healthy and producar 

Poor hay, plus supplement, will keep catdle in good health 
and producing But how poor is “poor”? On the opposite 
page, three grades of three different kinds of hay are shown 
If vour hay doesn't fit into Grades 1 or 2, it probably lacks the 
necessary protein, phosphorus, and carotene (vitamin A) to 
keep cattle healthy and producing. Grade 3 hay is generally con- 
sidered “poor o 

Of course, other low-quality roughages such as straw, dry- 
corn stover, oats hulls, and corncobs lack necessary nutrients, 
too, and must be fed with a supplement to make up for this 
lack 

Feeding Grade 3 hay for a period of time can result in cattle 
health problems. And if health is poor, naturally production 
will be, too. Lack of enough protein affects growth, reproduc- 
tion, fattening, and milk production. Lack of phosphorus re- 
sults in weak bones and general unthriftiness. Shortage of 
carotene, or vitamin A, in the ration shows up as night blind- 
ness, results in staggering gait, respiratory troubles, and poor 
bone cde velopm« nt. So you see, fe eding poor hay 1S something 
of a health and production problem unless you feed the right 
supplement along with it 

How much and what kind of supplement should you use 
to make up for the lack of feeding value in poor roughage? 
Fortunately, we now have some of the answers to this prob- 
lem. A great deal of testing in the past few years with low- 
quality roughages plus different types of supplements have 
made it possible for cattlemen to feed roughages we used to 
consider waste products, Even though most of the experiment- 
ing has been with beef, some of the results can be applied 
to dairy cattle, also

Alfalfa 


Alfalfa is probably the most common of all 
our hay crops. The samples on the opposite 
page show the three top grades. No. | al- 
falfa is almost too rich to feed in large quan- 
tities, is used mostly for alfalfa meal. 

No. 2 alfalfa has adequate nutrient con- 
tent, No. 3 alfalfa needs supplementing. 


Timothy 


Very little of the timothy hay harvested 
each year will fall in the No. 1 clase because 
it must be cut early, is hard to cure. 

No. 2 timothy from well-fertilized land is 
a satisfactory hay for both beef and dairy 
cattle. No. 3 timothy needs addition of pro- 
tein, vitamin A in ration. 


Mixture 


No. 1 Mixture of red clover and timothy is 
difficult to get because the clover loses its 
color rapidly after cutting. 

No. 2 grade red clover-timothy usually 
requires addition of more protein than No. 2 
grade alfalfa.

Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
records show that cows giving 425-475 
pounds of butterfat a year pay you back

Even if you aren't short of hay, it will 
pay you to get rid of your losers. At the 
University of Missouri, one cow produc- 
ing 400 pounds of butterfat a year made 
more money than four cows producing 
only 200 pounds of butterfat 

\t present prices, the average cow 
must produce the first 15 pounds of milk 
to pay for the feed she eats, says E. 7 
Itschner, of the Missouri Dairy Depart- 
ment. Anything over 15 pounds of milk 
produced will go to pay for other ex- 
penses—and profit. Any cows not paying 
you a good hourly rate should be culled 

While production is the most important 
point in deciding what cows to cull, these 
factors are important, too. Now is a good 
time to get rid of old cows and slow breed- 
ers. Also, clean up your herd from bru- 
cellosis, and sell all reactors 

Since heifers can be carried for about 
half the feed cost of cows, you may be 
ahead to hold back the best heifers for a 
quick build-up of herd numbers

When yields are low in a dry year such 
as 1953, look for a big carryover of nitro- 
gen, phosphorus, and potash the following 
yeal 

Q. T. Coleman, University of Missouri 
soils specialist, says the lower your yields 
in 1953 due to the drouth, the bigger the 
carryover you can expectin 1954. Accord- 
ing to Coleman, one-half to one-third of 
the nitrogen applied in 1953 will carry 
over if you had low yields 

If yields were normal for the amount of 
nitrogen you used, you can expect half of 
the fertilizer to remain. But if yields were 
good in 1953, in spite of the dry weather, 
only about one-fourth of the nitrogen ts 
carried over to the following crop 

Carryover of phosphorus and potassium 
varies greatly. These minerals are easily 
lost during winter in erosion if they were 
not plowed under or worked deeply into 
the soil. Vegetative or protective cover on 
slopes helps increase their carryover.

Boron deficiency is not the only cause 
of a yellowing of alfalfa. Dr. (¢ J 
Willard agronomist at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, says anything that makes alfalfa

Doctor Willard names the damage done 
by the alfalfa leaf hopper (also called 
potato leaf hopper) as the most frequent 
cause of alfalfa yellowing in the Midwest 
\lso, soils that drain poorly may become 
too wet and cause piants to yellow 

The moral here is to check the cause of 
the yellowing, for correct treatment. If 
poor drainage is to blame, tiling or sur- 
face drainage will help. If leaf hoppers 
are to blame and the infestation is very 
severe, Use 1'4 pounds of actual meth- 
oxychlor per acre, and keep cows out for 
a week.

heat for heating the house. You can do 
this by lowering the ceiling, insulating it 
and the walls, closing up cracks around 
doors and windows, and even providing 
storm sashes That's what Roy Joslin, 
Cedar County, Iowa, did, and he gets 
along fine. Wall and ceiling surfaces are 
warm, and the house is easy to ventilate 
Dhere’s no operating cost except for cor- 
ner brooders. You might have these any- 
way, even with one of the more expensive 
heating systems 

The conclusion—you'll probably — be 
better off to do some insulating even if 
you plan to use supplemental heat 

Most important in using any insulation 
material is to keep it dry. For this reason 
a vapor barrier is necessary between the 
insulation and the warm, moisture-laden 
air. Some kinds that you buy have a vapor 
barrier attached. Install it so it will be to- 
ward the warm side of the wall or ceiling 
If a barrier is not attached, you can pro- 
vide one made of black, gloss; paper, or 
metal foil. Tack it on the studs or ceiling 
joists before you nail on the interior lining 
Use illustration No. 6 as a help

Buying a farm. The main thing to con- 
sider, when you buy a farm, is to put the 
right values on the items that can be de- 
preciated later on your income tax. This 
means figuring what part of the purchase 
price was paid for buildings, wells, fences, 
tenant house, and so on. Then you have a 
base for claiming the most depreciation 
possible on these items on your income- 
tax return 

The job of allocating the purchase 
price among the various parts of the farm 

for land and items that can be depre- 
ciated is not one for you or your tax- 
return maker. /t's a job for a real-estate ex- 
pert. A local banker or a real-estate brok- 
er, by virtue of his experience, can usually 
qualify as an “expert The reason for 
getting ane xpert is that you want some- 
one whose opinion can withstand any on- 
slaughts by an internal revenue agent 
later on. Here’s what to do 

You should request your expert to 
make a personal inspection of the farm 
and prepare an ALLOCATION RE- 
PORT. On the report he should list the 


farm. This report is your 
basis for depreciation you will claim or 
your income-tax returns the next few 
years 
You should pay a fee for the service not 
only for the expert's time in preparing the 
report, but to keep a revenue agent from 
claamimg the report was not prepared in a 
regular, businesslike was

You cannot take a depreciation deduc- 
tion on the house if you and your family 
occupy it-—-unless hired help is roomed in 
it, too.

But when 
potash is low compared to available nitrogen, they lose 
their ability to get rid of excesses of certain metals includine 
iron and aluminum. This causes the tubes to plug. It’s sort 
of a hardening of the arteries. The vital foods manufactured 
in the |e aves do not get to « ither the roots or to the deve lop- 
ing kernels. Stunted roots let the plants fall over; the pipes 
to the developing cars clog up; and accumulation of foods 
in the leaves and stalks makes them sitting ducks to dis- 
cases.

Or if vou’ve grown alfalfa often on a field, it’s wise to 
take a soil test. Alfalfa is a heavy user of potash and phos- 
phorus. About 400 pounds of 0-10-30 1s probably needed 
where corn follows alfalfa that was not top-dressed 

By all means check your potash if you’re using extra nitro- 
yen either plowed down or side-dre ssed 

Some farmers have used regular starter fertilizer at plant- 
ing and thenapplied 100 poundsof actual nitrogen as a side- 
dressing.

Key to this hoghouse’s flexibility is the light- 
weight partitions used to change one long pen 
into smaller pens at farrowing.

Don’t cook foods completely before 
freezing, or they will become mushy on 
reheating. Meat and vegetables should 
be tender, but still firm 

Do cool the cooked foods fast, to pre- 
vent continued cooking. Warm foods en- 
courage bacterial growth, and this means 
spoilage. You can cool food quickly by 
placing a saucepan of cooked food in a 
large pan of ice water and stirring it oc- 
casionally as it cools. 

Be sure to keep the saucepan covered, to 
reduce loss of good home-cooking smells, 
and to prevent those spoilage bacteria 
from getting in. Package immediately, 

Do label the package and date it, so 
you won't keep the food too long 

Don’t keep cooked foods in the freezer 
so long that they lose their distinctive 
flavors. A rapid turnover in the freezer is 
the key to success. 

Don’t store cooked foods, ice cream, 
unbaked rolls and yeast dough, unbaked 
quick breads, cake batter, and chiffon 
pies for more than a month or they begin 
to lose flavor 

Three months is the limit for baked 
yeast breads, baked quick breads, baked 
and unbaked pies, and baked cakes 

Do store at zero degrees in the lower 
third of the box along the side walls so 
foods will freeze rapidly. Leave air space

But, over the long pull, the Grange has 
little patient e¢ with those who say we can- 
not sell at a profitable level the output of 
the most efficient agricultural producers 
in the world 

1 he markets are there: 80 percent of our glob- 
al citizens are underfed. It doesn’t make 
sense to say they do not want to buy our 
food and fiber. We have unwittingly 
priced ourselves out of the world market 
Phe trend in agricultural exports in this 
country except for relief and war ex- 
ports——has been steadily downward since 
1920 

We haven't tried to solve the problem 
by making it possible for the farmer to 
enjoy an American price for that poruon 
of his produce that is consumed domesti- 
cally—-and providing a second price 
which would enable him to tap world 
markets. Instead, we store up surplus 
production—which could be exported 
in huge government holdings, and let 
other exporters grab the world market 

Io assume that we cannot profitably 
tap the hungry stomachs and fiber needs 
of millions of people as markets for agri- 
culture is to sell ourselves down the rivet 
of mental sterility. Sound global tradin: 
policies must be substituted for our past give 
away and control programs 

Just because the American farmer can 
produce more than our present United 
States population can consume at fai 
prices is no reason that he must accept 
production and economic slavery via the 
control route as anything but a temporary 
stopgap. The same brains and ingenuity 
that have created a production revolution 
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in the barnyards and fields across the land 
can be pooled to sell the market the goods 
that are the necessities of life of all people

what we ought to seek was high employ- 
ment, rising productivity, and a reason- 


ably stable price level 


Our 1953 accomplishments. During 
the year, we have helped develop a better 
understanding of our stake in internation- 
al trade——and have made many proposals 
for expansion of mutually beneficial trade 
We supported the one-year extension of 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act 
and the establishment of a foreign eco- 
nomic commission. Our polic ws In this 
regard were enacted into law almost with- 
out change 

We opposed the import embargo pro- 
visions of the Defense Production Act, and 
they were allowed to expire. We support- 
ed legislation for customs simplification 
for the purpose of facilitating trade Prog- 
ress was made on this front 

More and more farmers have realized 
that the fall in farm prices in the past two 
years has resulted primarily from a decline 
in demand. Domestic demand has been 
evervthing that could be asked. / he declin 
has been in export 

Phe Farm Bureau supported farm- 
credit legislation which was enacted, and 
which assures increased control by larm- 
ers. We made recommendations and se- 
cured action on such diverse matters as 
appropriations, wheat allotments, Mexi- 
can farm-labor program, insurance for 
commodities stored abroad, extension 
service, reorganizauion ol the De partine nt 
of Agriculture, drouth relief, and many 
others 

One of our major functions is to Oppose 
passage of legislation that is contrary to 
our resolutions. Negative accomplish- 
ments are Olten inportant, too 

There is a growing knowledge on the 
part of farmers that farm prices since the 
war have not been a result of legislation 
but have been war prices 

We have shown a considerable reluc- 
tance to lace up to implications ol some 
provisions of present legislation. The sup- 
ply and demand situation might well have 
called for quotas on cotton and wheat in 
the fall of 1952. However, we put it off 
until the fall of 1953, and as a result, have 
added greatly to the so-called surplus 
problem 

This ems wood, as long as the wheat 
goes into Storage al a sauuslactory price 
Sut, itis well to remember the simple lact 
that when it goes into storage, it seems to 
idd to demand——and when it comes out, 
it subtra from demand 
What's at stake in 1954. In 1954 for 
the first time in many vears, we have the 
problem of diverted acres. [It is one thing 
to take a few thousand acres out of tobac- 
co to maintain a tobacco program; it is 
quite another to take 30 odd million acres 
out of major crops and put them into 
competition with other farmers when de- 
mand is slack compared with production 


We need to solve this domestic situa- 
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tion. We have a dramatically potent 
American demand. We need to do every- 
thing possible to develop foreign markets 
We need to maintain a system with real 
opportunity for farmers to earn high net 


mcome 


Ilow we view Congress and the ad- 
ministration. It is a favorite pastime 
now to appraise the administration. One 
thing is clear. A year ago last fall, the peo- 
ple voted for a change. The job of making 
a change was far greater than most peo- 
ple realized. No such task was ever under- 
taken by a new administration before 
There never was a government the size of 
ours before 

Many months were consumed in devel- 
oping plans for a new administration and 
in trying to overcome some of the road 
blocks 

Ia the Department of Agriculture, 
progress was made in reorganization. The 
department seemed to have two major 
purposes in mind. The first was to get 
ethcient administration and to streamline 
that administration. The second major 
purpose was to be Sure to Carry out the 
will of Congress 

An honest attempt has been made to 
prevent partisan politics in the adminis- 
tration of farm programs and to empha- 
size local responsibility and local partici- 
pation in them 

\s related to the long-standing policies 
of Farm Bureau, these are all good reor- 
vanization objec lives 

Phe administration faces the stupen- 
dous job of postwar adjustment. Histori- 
cally, some countries have made this ad- 
justment by continued inflation and 
extraordinary t Xpansion ol nationaliza- 
tion as the value of their money broke 
down. We are dedicated to maintain a 
sound government and a sound currency, 


and at the same time avoid deflation 


Our aim. Again, so far as farm prosper- 
itv is concerned, there is no substitute for 
markets. There is no substitute for efh- 
ciency of production. There is no substi- 
tute for research and education. The real 
aim is Aigh net income and better rural living, 
and over and above that, the contribution 
by farm people to peace and prosperity 
round the world 

We confidently believe that through

If you are feeding corn silage, remember 
that it only supplies slightly more than 
1g as much total digestible nutrients pet 
100 pounds as good-quality hay. If corn 
silage is used as the only roughage, add a 
calcium supplement such as ground lime- 
stone, because corn silage is low in this 
mineral 

Corn silage is also low in protein, usual- 
ly containing no more than 2 to 3 percent 
So, if corn silage is your only roughage, 
you'll have to feed larger amounts of pro- 
tein supplement It’s best, when possible 
to feed at least 6 or 7 pounds per head 
daily of good hay in addition to the corn 
silage 

Calves dropped from cows which have 
been fed large amounts of poor-quality 
roughage need attention. To be on the 
safe side, give calves 2 or 3 vitamin-A 
capsules shortly after birth. Each capsule 
contains about 25,000 units of vitamin A 
and will protect the calf against this nu- 
tritional deficiency.

Add vitamin B,, early 
in gestation period 


This vear, a lot of feed is not up to pal 
for feeding. That's why it’s more impor- 
tant than ever to leed enough vitamin 
B right at the start of gestation 

University of Missouri scientists say 
vitamin By, fed in time will give you 
thriftier calves and pigs. It will also pre- 
vent bighead calves, and harelip, cleft 
palate and short jaw in pigs 

Deflormities from this vitamin. defi- 
ciency are easy to spot, say the animal 
husbandry researchers. But more common 
among breeding stock are unthrifty oflf- 
spring Which are the product of poor nu- 
trition. These poor doers with thei 
general lack of vigor, cut into profits 

To beat this, vou will probably make 
money adding vitamin By, to the ration 
of pregnant females ¢ arly in the gestation

How much protein to add 
with good grass silage? 


None, says Dr. A. L. Neumann, head 
of beef-cattle work at the Hlinois Experi- 
ment Stavion 

In recent wintering trials, calves re- 
ceiving ground shelled corn plus grass si- 
lage gained faster and more cheaply than 
calves getting a good protein supplement 
with grass silage 

One lot of 400-pound calves got 3'% 
pounds of ground shelled corn plus the 
yrass silave: another lot of calves of the 
same weight were fed 3! 9 pounds of Pur- 
due supplement A with the silage. Those 
getting the corn with the grass silage put 
on a pound of gain for only 14 cents 
Calves fed Purdue supplement A plus si- 
lage made a pound of beef for only 21! D 
cents 

Doctor Neumann says these results can 
be expected, since good grass silage con- 
tains all the protein, vitamins, and min- 
erals needed for good growth. All it lacks 
is enough energy, which is made up by

Use of profilometer 
still a question mark 


Is the profilometer a sure way of de- 
tecting beef bulls that will sire dwarf 


calves? 


Phe doubters say the profilometer is 
not the answer The vy do not believe de- 
tecting a bulge on the animal’s head by 
means ol a prohilometer is strong enough 
evidence to condemn an expensive bull to 
the meat market. Many believe blood 
tests or X-ray photographs may someday 
serve as the means of detection 

On the other side of the fence, the pro- 
filometer breeders say the equipment has 
been put together by careful scientists 
\lready some buyers will not purchase a 
bull unless a reading with this equipment 
has been made 

The proponents —and they include sev- 
eral scientists of the United States Depa t- 
ment of Agriculture and the University of 
California—-point out that careful re- 
search shows the findings with this equip- 
ment accurate with respect: to mature 
horned Hereford bulls. And recently the 
man who developed the profilometer, Dr. 
Paul W. Gregory of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, stated that newer tests indicate 
accuracy for bulls as young as 15 months 
of age. These men do not argue against 
the possibility of better determinants be- 
ing developed later. But they point out 
the profilometer is here and can be used 
now

Injecting insecticides 
for bugs still studied 


Phe United States Department of Ag- 
riculture is continuing its look into the 
possibility of killing insects by injecting 
chemicals into cattle 

When the insecticide is injected under 
the skin, it travels in the blood, killing in- 
sects that bite or feed on cattle. The 
amount injected is not great enough to 
kill cattle, but will kill bugs. 

Recent tests show that lindane kills 
deertlies and mosquitoes when injected 
but that aldrin, dieldrin, allethrin, and 
heptachlor don’t affect these insects 
Lindane controlled deertlies from & hours 
after injection up to 2 weeks 

About 60 to 70 percent of the mosqui- 
toes biting cattle injected with lindane, 
died. The effect of lindane lasted up to 3 
weeks for mosquitoes 

Lindane also looks promising in con- 
trolling horntlies on cattle. Scientists are 
also experimenting with other chemicals 


looking for better ones to be injected 


Vicious-acting animals 
may have rabies 


Re« ently we Saw a SOW that became 
vicious and attacked several other hogs, 
so her owner shut her up. She prompt 
chewed her way out of the pen, and 
started down the road 

She attacked the owner when he tried 
driving her home, and raged around un- 
ul she collapsed in an overheated condi- 
tion. A laboratory examination showed 
that the sow had rabies. It doesn’t pay to 
take chances with animals that suddenly 


show signs of becoming vicious 


Hog oilers can cause 
mysterious deaths 


When hogs start dying for no apparent 
reason, check your hog oiler as one of the 
possible causes 

In one Case where a velerTinarian was 
called about hogs ‘mysteriously’ dying 
he found a leak in the hog oiler. Hogs 
were poisoning themselves by drinking 
oil escaping from an oiler in the feedlot 

Not all oils used in oilers to control 
lice, mange, and mites are poisonous. But 


you'd better check vour oiler to make sure.
